The greatest natural prevention 
of rickéts is sunshine. This should 
be started early in the regions 
where rickets prevails. A baby 
born in the spring should begin to 
have sun baths within four or five hex 
sveeks.

In the spring tanning takes 
place slowly, in the summer more 
rapidly, Tanning means that sun- 
shine is having its effect, but sun- 
burn must be avoided. After a 
month or two, the baby should be 
receiving a half hour of sunshine 
morning and afternoon. 


Not Too Long 


In the spring the best time i 
jlate morning and early afternoon 
If the first sun bath is taken in 
the summer, care should be taken 
not to continue it too long. About 
ten minutes, five in front and five 
on the back. If the sun is very hot 
three or four minutes may be 
enough. 

After three or four months the 
time can be lengthened to an hour 
or two a day. The matter of giving 
sun baths in the winter time in 
cold climates calls for careful 
judgment. The violet rays will not 
penetrate ordinary window glass 
and if the new type of quartz glass 
cannot be afforded the windows 
must be opened. 

All other openings must be 
closed to prevent draft and only 
the thinnest covering used. Fab- 
rics, like window glass, can now be 
had in a form that is penetrable 
by the short rays. Where there is 
no direct sunshine, skyshine, if 
clear and unobstructed, is also 
healthful. 

When not enough sunshine we 
must depend upon ultra-violet rays 
as furnished by the sun lamp. This 
is expensive and must be carefully 
watched, but it is an excellent 
investment.
